1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. Claims 1,11 and 13 are independent. 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed May 13, 2009 has been approved. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 1 1 each as amended is patentably distinct from the closest prior art 
Wolff et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,767,987). As stated in the reasons for allowance given in 
the previous Office action dated December 24, 2008, the output scan data of Wolff et al. 
is not a resolution equal to the optical scanning resolution but a resolution higher than 
the optical resolution. 

Claims 2-9 and 17 depend on claim 1 . Claim 12 depends on claim 1 1 . 

Claim 13 has been amended to define over Wolff et al. (US 5,767,987). The 
examiner agrees with Applicant's remark that claim 13 as amended defines over Wolff 
et al. See Remarks, page 6, the 5th paragraph. 

Claims 14-16 depend on claim 13.
